THE DUTIES OF COLORED MEN 
IN CANADA. 


What are the duties of colored men in 
these Provinces, who have been forced here 
from American despotism and oppression? 
We shai answer this question as frankly 
tand at the same time, as sincere as we think 
‘ts importance demands. Well then! we live 
ina governiwent that knows no caste in its 
political organization. All men stand upon 
the broad plattorm of equality before the laws, 
and are alike cared for by her Majesty’s gov- 
ernment. It is as true now as it was when 
Curran spoke those immortal words. 

No mailer what complexion rracompatable 
wih Liberty, and Indian or an African sun 
mau have burnt upon him, the moment he sets 
his foot upon British sort he is free 

He is protected in the enjoyment of that 
lioerty. ‘Vhe strong arm of the government 
is thrown around the week and defenceless. 
‘This is monarelncal England! brom tis 
pleasing picture we turn to its contrast the 

Lepublican goverment of the United States 
thal, 
“Seatls at Huropes Kings” 

aud what are its recent decisions upon 
questions involving the liberty of her entire 
colored population. Why? that none but 
white men were intended to be recognized 
as citizens in the politcal structure of the 
government. ‘That negroes constitute the 
exceptions; that they have no rights under 
her laws; are aliens and out-casts upon her 
shores. Its a politcal maxim, that we owe 
allegiance to a government, just in proportion 
to the amount of protection given. Ifrights 
are the basis of loyalty and obedience to 
governments, then the path of duty is piain. 
We owe every thing to the country of our 
adoption and nothing to that miserable, con- 


litical or ecclesiastical,that can have no other 
effect than that of creating a line of demar- 
cation; fostering if not creating a spirit of 
caste here such as colored men are compel- 
led to suffer in the United States. 

Separate colored schools and churches 
are nuisances that should be abated as soon 
as possiable, they are dark and hateful relics 
of Yankee xegrophbia, contrary to that 
healthy, social and political equality, recoy- 
nized by the fundamental principles of Bri- 
tish common law, and stould never be per- 
mitted to take root upon British soil. 

We know this is unpopular, but we have 
counted the cost, and since we have passed 
the ‘Rubicon,’ we intend to carry the war 
on in right good earnest, until every intelli- 
gent, independent, thinking, colored men shall 
fully understand and confess that these things 
are not necessary here. We have said this 
much in all deference to the opinions of others 
For ourselves, we would rather be right than 


popular, confident as we are, that time will | 


fully vindicate the correctness of the posi- 
tion we have assumed.—un. F. D. 


IMPORTANT MOVE—THE DRED 
SCOTT CASE. 


(From the Venango Star.) 


A large and enthusiastic meeting of the 
Democracy of this county, was held at 
Riceville, on Monday, March 30th, for the 
purpose of endorsing the recent decision of 
the Supreme Court in the Dred Scott case. 
Col. Kamer, of Irwin township, presided. 
Several eloquent speeches were delivered 
by Judge Cooley, Dr. Weymar, and Mr. 
T. H. Parsons. The following resolutions 
wers offered by Jas. F. Wool, and unani- 
mously adopted: 

Resolvd, That the Democratic party has 
always sustained the Constitution of the 
United States, as interpreted by the Fed- 
eral judiciary. 

Resolved, ‘hat our confidence in the learn- 
ing, integrity, and patrotism of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, is firm, 
unshaken and unbounded, and that their re- 
cent decison of the Dred Scott case, is en- 
titled to the approbation and support. of all 
who upbold the Union and the Constitution. 

Resolved, That the Black Republican 
party, by its malignant abuse of the vener- 
able members of the court, has shown that 
its real aim and object is to subvert and 
destroy the very foundations of this glorious 
Republic. 

Col. Holland offered the following reso- 
lution; 

Lesolved, “That the State Legislature be 
requested to inquire into the expediency of 
liquidating the debt of the State by the sale 
of all persons of color now residing in Pen- 
nsylvanta. 

Col. H.,in supporting this resolution, said 
that altough this proposition might at first 
seem to be a startling one, yet alittle reflec- 
tion would convince every thinking man that 
the plan was not only perfectly in accordance 
with the decision of the U.S. Supreme Court 
but was also perfectly feasible, He spoke 
at considerable length, developing the de- 
tails of the proposed plan. His remarks 
were listened to with profound attention, and 
at their conclusion the meeting adjourned- 
until the 27th instant, when final action will 
be taken on the resolution. We abstain, for 
the present, from any remarks on this new 
move on the political chessboard.

THE WORTHLESS NEGROES? 
In consequence of the recent stringent en- 
actments in Flovida, touching their interest, 
forbiding trade with them and appointing 
-onardians over them, a large nnmber of the 
free colored population of Pensacola, mechan 
ics, &c., have determined upon chartering a 
vessel in the Spring, and emigrating in a bo- 
dy beyond the confines of the United States 
‘ampico being their immediate destination. 
Alarmed et this movent, the West Florida 
Times, published in Pensacola,makes the fol- 
owing earnest remonstranee;— 
‘Weregret that the Assembly should have 
marred the general propriety and wisdom of 
its legislation at the late session, by the pas- 
sage of the act. Unnecessarily oppressive 
in its provisions, particularly in as regards 
the colored of this community, who have ey- 
er been among the most sober, industrious 


temptible, despotism the government of the 
United States. who with the cant of liberty | 


and law abiding of our citizens, the workings 


of the act must present a strong balance of | 


evil rather than of good. Many of our col- 
ored people are persons of property, and, not 
having the privilege ef appointing there own 
agents, their substance may be placed at the 
mercy of dishonest and of designing 
parties; their previously scanty. privileges 
are yet further limited, and they are scarcely 
allowed the feeling of volition, not to speak 
of independence of action, in the smallest af- 
fairs of business. A consequence of such 
stringent enactments is the expatriating of 
a large number of colored persons, mechan- 
ics, etc., whora the town can ill afford to 
lose; they have determined upon chartering 
a vessel in the Spring, and emigrating in a 
body byond the confincs of the Unired States 
Tampico being their destination. We hope 
they will be dissaded from carrying into ef- 
fect a plan that will exile them from the local- 
ity where, with searcely an exception, they 
were born and have passed their whole lives. 
Though a question as to their constitunality 
can scarcely be raised, we think, although 
we have heard such such course suggested by 
several, we can hold out a well-grounded 
hope that the next Assembly will so modify 
existing statutes as to render the position of 
the free colored peonle more bearable.’

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THE GARDEN CULTURE OF PEAS_ 


One of the first seeds put into theground 
by all good gardners is the pea. Some even 
anticipate the Spring, and put it in the ear- 
ly crop in the Fall, before the frost shuts it 
up. The seed is not injured by the frost, 
and any open spell in winter. be improved to: 
plant this crop. It starts at a low tempe- 
rature, and it Is not uncommon to see a row 
of garden peas passing through the snows 
Unless actually frozen, they do 
not appear to be injured by the snow. As 
they are the earliest annuals. that come to 
the table, so they are among the most whole- 


ducts of the Garden.—Thbere are several 
hundreds upon the lists Among the early 
variety that we know to be good are the 
Extra Karly May, Early June, Early Kent, 
Washington, Chariton, — Emperor, and. 
Prince Albert. The Dan O’Rourke, sent 
out from the Patent Oiice, is an early anck 
excellent pea, but all cannot get the seed 
of it thisseason. About a week later than 


these is the Champion of England, which 


we prefer to any other we have ever 
grown early or late. The vines are a little 
taller, and the pods much heavier, and. full 
of a very rich, delicious pea. The peas shri- 
vel as they dry. The Marrowfat are a lit- 
tle later sull, and of these there are of nu- 
merous varieties all excellent. 

For early varieties we select the south 

side of a wall or the southern or eastern 
slope where they will have the full’ benefit 
of the sun, and be protected from the north 
winds. We sow them in double drills 
We row 
with a brush seed sower,making very rapid 
work.—For convenience in picking, and ‘for 
cleanliness, brush are desirable, but are not 
generally used by market gardeners, as 
they increase the labor and expense. 
We usually trench the land where we plant 
peas, working in large quantities of stable 
manure or compost. It isone ef the lime 
plants, and ismuch benefited by application 
of lime to.the soil—Amer. Agricultrist, 


CALENDAR OF GARDENING 
OPERATIONS. 


APRIL 
BY J. A. BRUCE, GARDNER AND SEEDSMa¥N

This is certainly the most important 
month in the year for gardening operations, 
the soil should be well manured and dug or 
plowed, then harrowed or raked to pulver- 
ize the soil and mak2it suitable for seeding 
or planting. 

ltisa matter of the utmost importance to 
the cultivator to have good sound seed, for 
want of which many are disappointed in 
their principal crops when too late te sow 
agaln; it is also a material consideration to 
have the best variety, both of seedand plants 
of their respective kinds. Asparagus planta- 
tions may now be made, and the following 
sorts of vegetable seeds sown, viz: beets 
carrots, early cabbage for summer use, cel~ 
ery, cress, cucumbers, and melons in frames 
for early planting, leek, lettuce, onion, ‘pars- 
ley, parsnip, radish, salsafy, spinage, turnip 
scorzonera, mustard; also, plant peas and 
English beans, potatoes and artichokes, top 
and potato onions. 

Towards the end of the month, cucum- 
bers and melons may be removed trom the 
frames to the open ground; cover with hand 
frames. and attend to them according to the 
changes of the weather, Weed hotbeds, 
and give them air, by raising the liglits in 
sauny days to harden the plants. -and_ pre. 
vent them being dravn up and becoming 
weakued;in a very warm sun it wil] -be 
necessary toshade the lights! at mid-day,
